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ANGER AS TRAGIC TOLL RISES AGAIN

SNP ministers have been 
urged to take immediate 
action after shock figures 
found suspected drug deaths 
in Scotland have risen by 
eight per cent in the last 
three months. 

Official data – drawn from 
reports by police officers 
attending the scenes of death - 
estimated there were 320 
suspected fatalities involving 
drugs in the first three months 
of 2024. 

That represented a rise of 
23 compared with October to 
December last year. A total of 
1219 deaths were believed to be 
drug-related between March 
2023 and March this year. 

Jackie Baillie, Scottish Labours 
health spokeswoman, said: 
"These statistics tell a 
heartbreaking story of lives lost, 
bereaved families and devastated 
communities. 

“Despite years of promises, the 
SNP has utterly failed to get to 
grips with this crisis — shockingly, 
the data shows that the number 
of people losing their lives to 
drugs is rising.

A BUS driver who wed a 
convicted bigamist has 
spoken out to warn other 
men to avoid her clutches. 

Peter Knight married Lisa 
Jane Davies, 43, in Gretna Green 
after he fell for false claims that 
she was a successful doctor. 

He accepted her wedding 
proposal on Valentines Day last 
year and they married last July. 

But the marriage was 
exposed as a sham when Peter, 
63, from St Andrews, learned 
his new bride wasn't a doctor, 
had married five times before 
- and hada previous conviction 
for bigamy. 

He found out that 18 days 
after he met, mum-of-five Lisa 
- known to him as Alisa - had 
gone off with another man 
for a non-binding marriage 
ceremony in Bali. 

Peter got a text on their 
wedding day from the family of 
a previous husband warning 
him about Lisas shady history. 

But he refused to believe it 
and went ahead with the 
ceremony. 

When he later learned the 
truth, he said he "felt sick" and 
ended their relationship. 

Peter, 63, said: "Looking back, 
I feel like an absolute fool. I felt 
so happy to have her attention, 
to have someone to share my 
life, that I accepted everything 
she said” 

He added: “I believed in her 
even when I was warned she 
was fooling me, then I found 
out she was a fraud and a fake’ 

Lisa - now known as Alisa 
Knight - has been reported to 
policein Scotland and Northern 
Ireland over her fake GP claims. 

She had been convicted of 
bigamy on November 25, 2016, 
at Cardiff Crown Court in her 
native Wales. 

Then known as Lisa Everard, 
already divorced once and in a 
legal marriage with two small 
children, she entered into a 
bigamous marriagein 2016 with 
Mike Hughes, 47, an unwitting 
lorry driver. 

While married to Mike, she 
invited her soon-to-be fourth 
husband, Neil Annis, 53, a 
senior nursing assistant from 
Worcestershire, to stay in Mikes 
house while he was away. 

InJuly 2019, she married Neil 
after her marriage to Mike was 
dissolved, then divorced Neil. 

Lisa later moved to Bangor 
in Northern Ireland in 2021 
where she set up home with 
another man we have called 
“Simor” to protect his identity. 

She had a non-legally binding 
marriage to Simon in Bali just 
after meeting Peter in 
September 2022. 

Lisa then went on to marry 
Peter, who was a bus driver in 
Northern Ireland at the time. 

On her wedding certificate 
to Peter, she declares her 
profession as a "GP" - but she 
has no medical qualifications 

Telling how he was drawn 
into her web of deceit, Peter 
said: “Alisa came across me on

a dating website and I was 
flattered. I was a bus driver 
about to retire, she was 20 years 
younger than me and a senior 
doctor working in critical care 
at the Ulster Hospital, 
Dundonald. I thought she 
was incredible. 

“She told me she was a doctor 
from the first time we spoke. 

"Around the time she moved 
into my house, my health 
started to deteriorate and she 
reassured me. She advised me 
what to say to my GP, what tests 
to ask for and she looked after 
my medication, dosing them 
into a plastic container for me 
to take every morning: 

But Peter did not know he 


was dating a convicted bigamist 
and fantasist with no medicine 
or nursing qualifications. 

Peter was also snared by a 
sob-story Lisa told about the 
death of her daughter. 

He said: “I thought she was 
very brave after she told me 
about the death of her daughter 
12 years earlier in a head-on 
collision with a lorry when the 
little girl was just five years old. 

“Having lost my own son, I 
was devastated for her. She said 
she turned off her daughters 
life-support machine after six 
weeks. I wanted to support her 
and was glad when she got busy 
arranging our wedding. 

“I thought I was in heaven - 


until the morning of the 
wedding when I got a text from 
a stranger that made my blood 
run cold? 

The texts warned him Lisa 
was a convicted bigamist, her 
claims to be a doctor were fake 
and her daughter was alive. 

The information came from 
relatives of husband No5, 
“Simon”. They had unravelled 
Lisas claims after trawling her 
social media. 

Peter said: “I felt sick, I was 
upset. I thought someone was 
playing a really nasty game but 
didnt know who or why. I can 
admit now I was worried but I 
said nothing to her? 

Peter told of one incident 


when he went to hospital 
suffering chest pains and asked 
for “Dr Alisa Knight”, only be 
told no such person was on 
their staff. After messaging her 
in a panic, she replied: “I was in 
ICU. If you needed urgent care, 
you should have gone to A&E. 
I've told you I can't treat family: 

Shortly after Peter met Lisa, 
she said she was going to 
Birmingham for an inter- 
national medical conference. 

In fact, she was travelling to 
Bali for a non-binding marriage 
ceremony to “Simon”. 

That didn't stop her marrying 
Peter at Gretna in 2023. 

Peter said: “I found out in 
March 2024 shed been nowhere 


near a medical conference. 
Shed been getting married in 
Bali. That explained her tan’ 

Police are now investigating 
Davies over her life of fantasy. 
Over the years, she has used 
more than 20 aliases, two dates 
of birth and has had three 
weddings at Gretna - to Peter 
and her second and fourth 
husbands.

Lorna Slater and Lib-Dem Alex

the Conservatives in Westminster. 

And debate host Stephen 
Jardine got the biggest laugh of 
the night when he asked Ross why 
Scots should support a party he 
no longer wants to lead. 

“Youre making history at the 
moment as the first party leader 
to step down in the middle of an 
election campaign; he said. “Why 
should anyone vote for a party you 
don't even want to lead?” 

It comes as the Independent 
Parliamentary Standards Author- 
ity (IPSA) announced yesterday it 
was “reviewing” reports that 
Douglas Ross may have used 
Westminster expenses to travel in 
his role as an SFA linesman. 

The SNP has also written to the 
independent public body and the 
Parliamentary Commissioner for 
Standards calling for an 
investigation into the “substantial 
and serious’ claims, which were 
first reported by our sister paper 
the Sunday Mail. 

Ross announced on Monday he 
intends to step down as Scottish 
Tory leader following the election.

The launch took place at the 
Silverstone race track in the 
south of England. 

The Conservatives reduced 
employees national insurance 
from 10 per cent to eight per cent 
at the March budget. 

This followed a similar cut in 
autumn 2023, at an annual cost 
of almost £10billion by 2028-29. 

The manifesto commits to a 
third 2p reduction as part of 
a drive to eliminate national 
insurance. 

The Tories also promised to 
abolish the main rate of self- 
employed national insurance 
entirely by the end of the 
Parliament. 

They also want to cut employee 
national insurance to six per cent 
by April 2027 at an estimated cost

of £10.3billion in 2029-30. In 
total, the Tories’ package of tax

Labour's national campaign 
coordinator Pat McFadden - who 
is from Glasgow - said: “This 
Conservative manifesto is a 
recipe for five more years of 
Tory chaos. 

“After 14 years in power, the 
Prime Minister's desperate 
manifesto published today is 
stuffed full of unfunded 
spending commitments.

Gray spoke out as figures 
showed of the 27,970 who 
attended A&E in the week 
ending June 2, 68.1 per cent 
were either admitted, 
transferred or discharged 
within four hours.

Abuse of disabled people soars Dy 22%

THE number of hate 
crime charges reported 
in Scotland has risen to 
the highest level in more 
than a decade. 

And abuse of disabled 
people has seen the biggest 
increase, with disability 
aggravated charges up 
22 per cent to 903 in 
2023-24, the highest 
number reported since the 
legislation began in 2010. 

Dorothy Bain, the Lord 
Advocate, pledged to 
continue to punish “crimes 
motivated by intolerance 
or prejudice”. 

She said: “Scottish pros- 
ecutors are committed to 
tackling crimes motivated 
by hatred and prejudice, 
and will continue their 
work to ensure people can

be confident that reports 
of such offending will be 
responded to fairly and 
robustly. Nobody in Scot- 
land should fear being 
targeted by abuse or 
violence for who they аге” 

Figures published by the 
Crown Office found there 
were 5992 charges brought 
last year with at least one 
hate crime element, an 
increase of 1.5 per cent and 
the highest number since 


2011-12. The data covers 
the year up to March 31 this 
year and does not include 
figures relating to the 
controversial Hate Crime 
(Scotland) Act which came 
into force on April 1. 

Racial hate remains the 
most commonly reported, 
with 3392 charges. 

Sexual orientation aggra- 
vated crime was the second 
most commonly reported. 
There were 84 charges 
reported with an aggrava- 
tion oftransgender identity, 
compared to 67 in 2022-23. 

And 523 charges with 
religious aggravation were 
reported. 

The report does not 
include information on 
convictions or conviction 
rates, and many of the 
charges will not yet have 
reached conviction stage.

SINGAPORE Airlines 
has offered compensation 
to passengers hurt when a 
flight suffered extreme 
turbulence last month. 

Brit Geoff Kitchen, 73, 
died and dozens more 
were injured on May 20. 

The airline says it will 
offer $10,000 (£7863) to 
those with minor injuries. 

A spokesman added: 
“For those who sustained 
more serious injuries 
from the incident, we 
have invited them to 
discuss a compensation 
offer” 

Spinal, brain, bone and 
organ injuries were also 
reported by passengers. 

The London-Singapore 
flight diverted to Thailand 
after the incident. 

SA said it had already 
given all passengers 1000 
Singaporean dollars (£580) 
to cover their immediate 
needs. 

It said it also paid for 
family members to travel 
to Thai capital Bangkok. 

A preliminary probe by 
Singapores Transport 
Ministry found anyone not 
buckled in would have 
been flung hard at the 
planes ceiling. 

It found the Boeing 777 
had dropped 178ft in less 
than a second.

WHEN we're caught up in the 
excitement of booking a break, it 
can be easy to miss the vital 
warning signs of a scam. 

And with people spending months 
saving their hard-earned cash as they 
dream about getting away, it is all the 
more devastating if that money ends 
up in the pocket of a fraudster. 

Victims of holiday fraud lost £1851 
on average last year, with July and 
August seeing spikes in this type of 
scam, according to figures 
from Action Fraud. 

Sometimes, holiday- ЁЁ 
makers will only find out 
they have been defrauded 
when they are due to 
travel or arrive at their 
destination. 

Over a third of travellers 
aged 18 to 35 say they ve 
been scammed on holiday 
in the past year, according to a survey 
for travel debit card Currensea, 
making this an age group that 
appears to be particularly at risk. 

Common types of holiday fraud 
include booking a flight or 
accommodation on scam websites 
and trips being offered on social

media that turn out to be bogus. 
Fraudulent social media promotions 
could include event tickets, package 
holidays or accounts impersonating 
airlines or hotels that ask for banking 
details or additional payments. 

Scams may be particularly effective 
when people are in the holiday mood 
and their guard is down. 

ATM skimming, for example, can 
happen where devices are installed on 
a cash machine to capture personal 
details including a 
users PIN. 

And you should be 
wary of "shoulder 
surfing, whether 
youre here in the 
UK or overseas, 
where fraudsters 
watch you enter 
your PIN and 
then later steal 
your card. 

People may also be offered 
tours that dont exist when 
they're on holiday. 

Many people appear to be 
taking precautions though. 

Concerns over scams have led to 
more than three-quarters of travellers 


taking extra safety precautions when 
spending on holiday, the survey found. 

More than two-fifths of holiday- 
makers say they avoid bank transfers 
in favour of card payments for 
increased protection, according to the 
Opinium survey of 2000 people across 
the UK in March. 

Paying by credit or debit card or by 
PayPal, for example, can give an added

layer of protection if something goes 
wrong. 

People who have paid by card 
for services or goods that don't 
materialise can try contacting their 
provider to make a chargeback claim. 

Credit card users may be able to 
make a claim under Section 75 of the 
Consumer Credit Act. 

The goods or service must have cost 
over £100 but you don't need to have 
put more than £100 or the full amount 
you paid on your credit card. 

If the item or service was less than 

£100, all is not lost, however, as you 

might still be able to make a 

chargeback claim. 
The survey also found 
that over two-fifths of holiday- 
makers say they are now more 
vigilant about safety when 
carrying cash, while almost a 
third exercise more caution 
when withdrawing cash 

J abroad. 

James Lynn, co-founder of 
Currensea, said: “Travellers need 
to ensure theyre taking more 
safety precautions when abroad by 
remaining vigilant with offers that 
seem too good to be true, minimise the 
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secure spending options that are much 
lower risk than a wallet full of notes” 

To help people stay safe, 
James suggests that when 
booking accommodation on 
online platforms, be wary if 
the host or owner asks to 
communicate via phone or 
email rather than through 
messages over the platform, 
particularly if they are asking 
for direct payment. 

If you do take significant 
sums of cash with you while youre 
abroad, James suggests splitting the 
money between wallets and using 
secured spaces, such as a safe. 

This also goes for your plastic cards so 
that if you lose your wallet or it is stolen, 
you still have some forms of payment 
available. 

James said: "If something goes wrong, 
you dont want to lose all access to money. 
Consider options to pay via your phone 
too, such as Apple Pay or Google Pay:

deals should check coverage under the 
ATOL financial protection scheme. 
And be mindful too that 


legitimate organisations to 
make their websites appear 
more realistic. If you are 
having doubts about an 
organisation, you could, for 
example, search ABTAs own 
website for its members. 

Be careful when giving out 
your personal information, 
and think about only filling in the 
mandatory details on a website when 
making a purchase. And be wary if the 
price looks too good to be true. 

You could also try performing an image 
search online, as scammers often 
copy photos of dream destinations and 
accommodation from elsewhere. 

It's also worth checking the Foreign, 
Commonwealth and Development Office 
travel advice for the destination youre 
travelling to. 

If you think you might have been a 
victim of fraud, contact your bank 
immediately and report it to Action Fraud 
on 0300 123 2040. People living in 
Scotland can call Police Scotland on 101.

THE great British summer 
rarely goes as expected 
and, whether you're 
sweltering in the heat or 
running back home to grab 
an umbrella, the weather 
always keeps us on our toes. 

Families can pay a 
price for the traditional 
uncertainty of our weather 
because nearly half of 
people spend beyond their 
means on a rainy weekend, 
research from website 
TopCashback has found. 

When the rain clouds 
gather, people typically 
spend £67 over the course 
of a weekend on activities 
to keep themselves and 
their family entertained, 
researchers say. 

Younger adults aged 18 
to 24 splashed out the most 
on rainy-weather activities, 
spending an average of £92 
ona single weekend. 

Across all adults surveyed, 
takeaways, alcohol, meals 
out and cinema tickets 
were the most common 
extras bought. 

But heatwaves can also 
spark spending sprees. 

People forked out £62 on 
activities on average during 
their most recent sunny 
weekend, with 18 to 24-year- 
olds again spending the 
most, £93 on average, the 
Censuswide survey of more 
than 2000 people in the UK 
in May found. 

Adam Bullock, UK 
director at TopCashback, 
said: “While it's part and 
parcel of life in the UK, it's 
always a pain when 
unpredictable weather 
disrupts our plans, 
especially when it means 
forking out cash to change 
tack.

IT'S my first time voting in a General 
Election. What do І need to know? 
What if | can't vote in person? 


YOU must be registered if you'd like to 
vote in the upcoming election. 

If you have never registered before, 
moved house, or changed your name, 
the deadline to register is Tuesday, 
June 18. 

To register online, visit the GOV.UK 
website. It only takes a few minutes, 
and you'll need your National 
Insurance number and date of birth. 

You only need to register once, not 
for every election. If you need help 
registering, contact your local 
electoral registration office. 

You can find their details using the 
postcode search on GOV.UK, or by 
calling 01835 825 100. If you prefer to 
register by post, an Invitation to 
Register form can be sent to you. 

After you've registered, your name 
and address will appear on the 
electoral register. 

To check if you're already 
registered, contact your local electoral 
registration office. 

This is the first election in Scotland 
where photo identification is required. 

When you register to vote, you'll be 
asked if whether you have photo ID or 
if you want to apply for a Voter 
Authority Certificate. 

You only need to apply for a Voter 
Authority Certificate if you don't have 
accepted photo ID, no longer look like 
the photo on your ID, or if the name on 
your photo ID is different from your 
name on the electoral register. 

Accepted photo ID includes a 
photocard driving licence, passport, or 
Blue Badge. Check the GOV.UK 
website for the full list of accepted 


forms of ID. The application deadline 
for the Voter Authority Certificate is 
5pm on Wednesday, June 26. 

You'll be sent a poll card before the 
election day. This will tell you when to 
vote and at which polling station. 
Polling stations will be open from 7am 
to 10pm on the day. 

If you can't vote in person, you can 
opt for a postal or proxy vote. For 
example, if you're on holiday, you 
can apply for a postal vote online or 
by post. 

Make sure to send the completed 
form to your electoral registration 
office. The deadline for postal vote 
applications is 5pm on Wednesday, 
June 19. 

Your ballot paper should arrive a 
few weeks before polling day. If you 
haven't received your postal vote by 
election day, you can still vote at a 
polling station. 

You can also ask someone to vote 
on your behalf, known as a proxy vote. 

You can apply for a proxy vote if 
you'll be away on polling day, are 
registered as an overseas voter, have a 
medical issue or disability, or are 
unable to vote in person due to work 
or military service. 

You can apply for a proxy vote 
online or request a postal application 
form. The deadline for proxy vote 
applications is 5pm, Wednesday, 
June 26. 

If you're worried about your safety, 
you can register to vote anonymously 
to keep your name and address off the 
electoral register. You can find the 
application form on GOV.UK.

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SCOTLAND lose 1-O in Munich 
on Friday and Steve Clarke quits 
before game two. 

A ridiculous notion, of course, yet 
that is exactly the scenario Scotland 
found themselves in 70 years ago 
when their first flirtation with major 
tournament football descended into 
chaos at the 1954 World Cup. 

Austria beat us 1-0 in Zurich and 
inthe aftermath Andy Beattie quit in 
protest at the SFA allowing him to 
travel to Switzerland with only 13 
players. Beattie flew home and an 
SFA committee picked the team for 
the following game against Uruguay 
in which theScots were smashed 7-0. 

That defeat to the Austrians 
signalled a sequence of opening-day 
results at World Cups and the Euros 
that would make Clarke gulp if he 
were of a nervous or superstitious 
disposition. Which he isnt, thankfully. 

A matchday one record of played 
11, won two, drawn two and lost seven 
does not make pleasant reading. 

Even those two wins 
ended up as bittersweet 
memories given the 
margins of victory were 
not enough to prevent 
Scotland crashing out of f 
the 1974 and 1982 World 
Cups on goal difference. 4 \ 

Scotland, under Willie 
Ormond, went to the old 
West Germany in 1974 
and beat Zaire 2-0 to 
record our first victory at 
a major tournament. 

Goals from Peter 
Lorimer and Joe Jordan 
had the Scots cruising 
but they failed to inflict 
further damage and 
paid the price after 
Yugoslavia took NINE off 
the same opposition. 

A similar story 
unfolded eight years 
later in Spain when 
what looked like a good 
5-2 win over New Zealand, thanks 
to a John Wark double and strikes 
from Kenny Dalglish, John Robertson 
plus Steve Archibald, didnt prove to 
be enough. 

This time the Soviet Union, with 
whom we drew 2-2 in the final game, 
were the beneficiaries, knocking us 
out on goal difference. Had Scotland 
kept a clean sheet against the Kiwis, 
we would have gone through. 

At least on those occasions the 
Tartan Army had victories to savour. 

The 1954 World Cup started with 
that Austrian debacle and, although 
four years later in Sweden Hearts 
midfielder Jimmy Murray scored in 
a 1-1 draw with Yugoslavia in the 
opener, that was as good as it got. 

The 1974 tournament came and 
went before more angst befell Ally 
MacLeod at Argentina “78 when a super 
confident squad opened with a 
shock 3-1 defeat to Peru. 

Jordan opened the 
scoring and Don 
Masson missed a 
penalty at 1-0 
but the Scots 
failed to do 
homework 
on a South 
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MANCHESTER CITY will have the 
most representatives from the 
Premier League at the Euros with 14 
players. Celtic, with three, boast 
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American team playing on their own 
continent. That came back to bite 
them big time. 

Cesar Cueto levelled just before the 
break then Teofilo Cubillas edged 
them ahead before the same player 
produced a stunning free-kick that 
flew past Alan Rough. 

New Zealand were beaten 5-2 in 
Spain four years later but Mexico 86 
saw Scotland revert to losing ways 
in their opening fixture, going down 
1-0to Denmark in a tournament that 
ended with one goal and one point. 

If that was disappointing, Italia 
90's opener was disastrous. Andy 
Roxburgh's side were expected to 
swat aside Costa Rica in Genoa but 
lost 1-0 before crashing out again. 

And so it went on. The first venture 
into the Euros, two years later in 
Sweden, saw an opening 1-0 defeat 
by a single goal to a star-studded 
Dutch side. Another early exit 
followed, as it did at Euro 96 when 
a 0-0 draw with the 
Dutch ultimately 
meant nothing as they 
eventually edged us out 
on goal difference. 

A return to the World 
Cup in 1998 saw Craig 
Browns team open the 
tournament in Paris 
against Brazil. A 2-1 
defeat hardly told the 
story of an incredible 
performance from a side 
who matched the world 
champions, only to lose 
to a Tom Boyd own goal. 

That hard-luck story 
wasnt to have a happy 
ending with another exit 
after just three games. 

It also signalled a two 
decade wait for a crack 
at the big time and when 
it arrived, it was delayed 
12 months by Covid. 

Scotland had a home 
tie against the Czechs. It made no 
difference as a 2-0 loss was the prelude 
to another exit in the group stage. 

All of which might be enough to 
have the nation watching between 
the cracks in their fingers on Friday 
night but you bet your life Clarke will 
walk into it with his eyes wide open. 

This is exactly the kind of test 
upon which the Scotland boss has 
built his reputation. Cast your mind 
back to mid-October 2017 and his 
Kilmarnock appointment. 

His first two games were against 
Rangers at Ibrox and Celtic at Rugby 
Park. He secured a pair of 1-1 draws 
and went on to beat Brendan Rodgers’ 
side en route to finishing fifth. 

The following season, he beat Celtic 
again and defeated Rangers twice. 

Clarke has demonstrated time and 
again that when it comes to setting 

up his teams against a higher calibre 
of opposition, there are few 
better at getting results. 
Maybe, just maybe, 
he will make 
that dreadful 
opening-day 
record a little 
easier to 
swallow.

THREE years ago Scott 
McKenna was part of 
Scotland's squad for what, 
in retrospect, feels almost 
as if it was some kind of 
ghost tournament. 

A Covid-infected affair full 
of face masks, social distancing 
and half-empty stadiums. 

And a blossoming national 
team which was probably 
being asked to run before it 
could walk on the biggest stage 
in European football. 

Suffice to say, there is 
something different about this 
experience here in Bavaria as 
McKenna and his team-mates 
prepare to be thrown back into 
the spotlight in time for curtain 
up on Friday night in Munich. 

Not only has normality 
returned to the world but a 
sense of maturity has also 
settled over Steve Clarke's 
camp, along with a feeling 
that this time they really are 
ready for the Alpine-sized scale 
of the task lying ahead. 

Back then, McKenna was 
still cutting his teeth in the 
English Championship with 
Nottingham Forest, where he 
would go on to become an 
established Premier League 
defender before playing in the 
Champions League this year 
while on loan at Copenhagen. 

His personal progression 
over that time is mirrored 
almost everywhere you look 
inside Scotland’s HQ in 
Garmisch-Partenkirchen. 

That's probably why what 
ought to be the daunting 
prospect of taking a 90 kilometre 
road trip to face the host nation 
on opening night does not 
appear to have unnerved 
anyone in a dark blue shirt. 

“You can't afford to think that 
way, said McKenna. 

“We are here to do a job. We 
know how much everyone at 
home wants us to do well and 
we are here to do that. 

“Obviously as we build up 
towards the game, nerves will 
kick in. That’s probably only 
natural and that can bring 
out the best in people.” 

McKenna, of course, is likely 
to be placed on standby to be 
used only in an emergency 
situation, such as the loss of 
Kieran Tierney.

"But we have players playing 
in the Premier League with 
three more years of facing top 
opposition.
